1 Objet of “Health Week” 

“Now that is just where this “Health 
Week’ comes in. We are trying to tell 
the people two things: how not to get 
in ana they persist in falling qwic- 
tims to Gisease how they may cut i1l- 
ness‘ short without eye J @o wnuch 
hoppital treatment and risking death 
by auch delay. \ 

“Would you think thet would inter- 
eet Bamonton people? You do hear 
grumbling pvery now and then, some- 
times at the hospitals and sometimes 
at the doctora. Well, the answer is 
simple: keep well, or if you do bet 
aick, don't get very wick. The time to 
uae a doctor jw at the start; too many 
employ him mvhen ll he can do is 
mark time and wait for the under- 
takers. (Yes, I know that ise dit grue- 
some—but it ds cold fact, ice-cold, 
ohiliing fact. 1 could give you aad 
illustrations. I could tel you of the 
Geaperation wf the doctors over some 
of these needless cases. You never 
had to lock a man straight /o the eye, 
ané tell him he was e@ month, a week 
or @ day too Iaie—did you? You 
never had to tell thie prospective 
widow why she fwould soon be feft un-

LONDON, Oct. 81—(By Asso- 
ciated Press) — (Premier Bonar 
Law tonight issued the list of the 
remaining officers of his govern- 
ment, in which there is again a 
fair infusion of members of tho 
house of jords. His appointment 
of a minister of pensions dues not 
necessarily mean that he has yield- 
ed to the Laborite clamor against 
the proposed gbolition of that min- 
istry, but is considered more likely 
a merely formal appointment to 
carry on the work until the minis- 
try can be abolished by legislation. 
Agitation against abolition of the 
pensions ministry, however, is 
gaining ground. | 


Fight meepeesd 

Right Hon, Winston Churchill, who 
hae recovered from his iliness suf- 
ficiently to be removed to his home 
tonight, although he will still be con- 
fined to his bed a few days, sem a 
letter to his conatituents today, strong. 
ly oppoving ebolition of the ministry 
and expressing the hope that Mr. 
Bonar Jaw will, on further consider- 
ation, withdraw from e position hastily 
taken, Otherwise, Mr. Churchill de- 
clares. he will resist this decision in 
parliament. In the eame [etter, Mr. 
Churchill recounte a mumber of 
economies which the late government 
was contemplating largely on his 
recommendations, amounting to mear- 
ly 960,000,000 annuaty, which were 
prevented by the overthrow of the 
government. 

Inoldentally, Mr. Churchill] mentions 
that the economies included £16,000,- 
000 on naval estimates, but he regret- 
ted to gay that these economies were 
obatinately opposed by Lieut.Colonel 
LICM.6. Amery, first lord of the ad- 
miraity in the new cabinet, who was 
then financial secretary to the ad- 
miralty. He edde that Col. Amery 
took @ leading part in the revolt of the 
under-secretaries, which lef to the 
overthrow of the government, and de- 
olares: “I view with disquietude the 
fact that thie junior minister has step. 
ped intothe shoes of his late chief— a 
reward of succestul mutiny which ie 
certainly an unwholesome epectacie.”

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Guaranteed Milk { 


Officials of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture have 
spent the summer cleaning up the 
herds of jcattle in this district. 
Nine thousand cows from ‘which 
milk is supplied to the city have 
een tested for [tuberculosis, the 
reactors cnt out/and destroyed, 
and the owners given certificates 
that their herds are now free of 
the disease. j}A large number of 
bedf jcattle have also been (put 
through the test. It is satisfactory 
to find that not more than ten (per 
cent. of the dairy cattle were 
found to {be infected. As this is 
the {first time that a general 
round-up of tubercular cows has 
‘been made, it might have been 
feared. that the percentage con- 
demned would be higher. While 
compensation jfor destroyed ani- 
mals fas ben paid to the amount 
of $60,000, many of the dairymen 
have been heavy losers through 
the weeding out fprocess, as the 
compensation paid by the Govern- 
ment (does not equal ‘the prices 
paid for the cows. They and the 
community, however, have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that the:milk 
supply of the city is now safe. 

The importance of this can 
can scarcely to ,over-estimated. 
Nothing in the way of food-supply 
is more vital to ithe people of the 
city than that the Jmilk fleft at 
their doors every morning be free 
of disease germs. There is a very 
intimate relationship between ‘the 
bottle and the boy—and the girl 
also—during the early years of 
life, and the ‘health experts tell us 
that the older folks would be bet- 
ter and jive longer iff they, too, 
depended more and more directly 
upon the great ‘‘foster mother’’ 
of the human family. ‘Milk is 2 
complete food, and fis supplied in 
a form that.is most easily assimil- 
ated. For the children jit has no 
substitute, and jf the authorities 
know twhereof they speak the 
grown-ups would have less trouble 
with their internal mechanism if 
they drank more pf it. 

But diseased milk ‘is infinitely 
worse than no milk at fll. In- 
stead of being a food itlis a poison. 
And a (poieon served up unconsci- 
ously to those jwho are least able 
1o resist the results. Ohildren and 
irvalids are the most:common con- 
sumers of milk as it comes from 
the foottle, and they are precisely 
the {classes who most need ‘to be 
protected from the germ that 
sometimes comes with it. It has 
‘been established that a tubercular 
cow will communicate the diseasé 
to (people who consume her milk. 

tion is paid to kill all 
germ Hife, but mot all milk sold in 
a city ie pasteurized. In any case 
the safe thing to do ‘is to go over 
the herds, pull out the infected 
cattle, and allow only milk from 
cows certified 'to be healthy to be 
sold in theity. That is what the 
officials have been doing during 
the past summer, and ‘the house- 
holders now have the assurance 
that when they buy milk they are 
buying milk that is food and not a 
poison. ' 

A logical jinference would be 
that the consumers will buy more 
of it than they have been getting 
alnog with, and ‘that the herdiown- 
ers will in the long run get 
through increased business an ad- 
ditional compeneation for the loss 
that has (been jimposed upon them 
in order 'to protect the health of 
the public. That will only {be fair. 
Most dairymen are not veterin- 
arians, and therefore are not. quali- 
fied to know whether their cattle 
ere infected or not. ‘hat there 
were diseased members in a good 
many herds was the imisfortune, 
not the intent, of the owners. The 
public interest demanded that 
they ‘be killed, and for prudential 
reasons the Government placed a 
limit on the ‘amount of compensa- 


ie 


Now that the quality of the milk 
is officially guaranteed, it is 'to be 
supposed 'that the demand will in- 
crease, and that in the long run 
the owners who have been put tc 
loss }will be the better off decause 
the ‘‘cleaning up'’ was done. 

The next thing will be to see 
that the jherds are kept healthy. 
Tuberculosis may be present a few 
months hence where it does not 
now exists. Infection of cattle 
may occur in many ways, and un- 
favorable jconditions may develop 
the disease where it has not before 
existed. The herd-owner who has 
suffered loss by the condemnation 
of his cows is entitled to expect 
that the law will be rigidly en-

a ) 
to Printing Western 
®Bchool Books. 

The achool book question is up 
for consideration in the four /Wes- 
tern provinces of Canada, and 
there is a possibility of the W. J. 
Gage Co. of Toronto getting a ten- 
year contract for the supply of 
school books, for the whole West. 
Under the school laws every book 
need in the public schools must be 
authorized by the government of 
the province, and in some prov- 
inces some of the books are pur 
chased outright by the govern- 
ment and supplied free of cost to 
the children attending school. In 
any case there must always be an 
arrangement between the provin- 


cial government and the publishers 


or publisher of the school books 
upon which arrangement their 

roduction must depend. The 
Pooks must be satisfactory to the 

overnment or it will not author- 
o jthem and then they cannot be 
used, Also the price must be sat- 
isfactory to the government, whe- 
ther it purchases them or allows 
them jto be supplied in the ordin- 
ary course of trade. 


Aa it has worked out in the past | 


the printing of achool books has 
been either a monoply, or a con- 
tract conferred by the provincial 

overnment. How far the public 
Ate has been served and how 
far private profit has accrued has 
many a time iand oft been a aub- 
ject fruitful of argument. 

Obviously a monopoly or a4 con- 
tract for the supply of schoo) 
books required in the four western 
provinces during the next ten 
years means that a large amount 
of money will be handled by the 
holder of the monopoly or con- 
tract. It will mean work and 
wages for a large number of men 
employed in the printing and 
bookbinding ‘trades in whatever 
locality the work is done. 

Naturally the big printing 
houses of Eastern Canada are 
after the plum, and the rumor that 
W. J. Gage & Co. have landed it, 
or are about to land it, may very 
well have substantial foundation. 

Unless the printers’ union had 
heard of the prospective contract, 
and intervened to secure delay, it 
is possible that it would already 
have been awarded. The point of 
view of the printers is that as the 
books must be paid for by Western 

eople either directly or indirect- 
'y, Western printers should have 
at least an even chance to do tthe 
work—and so far from getting an 
even chance they were getting po 
chance at all. 

No doubt several of the big eas- 
tern publishing houses can handle 
such a contract successfully at a 
less cost than any of the smaller 
Western printing houses. But 
these eastern houses did not grow 
big by doing work on small mar 
gins; nor do they carry their pres- 
ent immense over-head | by doing 
work below cost. Every trade dif- 
fers from every other trade; and 
the printing trade js like all others 
in that respect—it is different. The 
big establishment can do big 
work, which the emall establish- 
ment can’t do efficiently. There- 
fore the big establishment can get 
big prices on big jobs. The print- 
ing of school books for the three 
Western provinces for the next 
ten years is @ big job—will run 
into the millions—but it is not the 
kind of a big job that needs to be 
done in a big establishment. Of 
course, if done in a single estab- 
lighment it would help that estab- 
lishment to carry its overhead ex- 
penses. But the people of she 
West, who will pay for the books, 
are not particularly interested in 
adding to the pro’ of some eas- 
tern printing house. 

There are printing houses in 
each ofthe four Western provinces 
that can do printing and book- 
hinding equal in quality to any. 
thing done in the east. But none of

to tender on the whole contract in 
eompetition with an eastern house 
already fully equipped. Therefore 
to call for tenders for the whole 
contract would be to give it to an 
eastern house at its own price. And 
this would not be giving cither the 
Western taxpayer or the Western 
printer a fair deal. 

The school books will be for 
Western use and their cost should 
@o to Western printers, provided 
quality of work and prices are 
right. There is no need for all the 
work to be done in one office or 
in one province. If the four gov- 
ernments agree on the books and 
the styles they want, certain of the 
books might be apportioned to each 


at by comparison with prices here- | borne ia not operating to capacity be: | 


tofore paid. Assuming that the 
basic price was fair to the tax- 
payers, the work assigned to each 
province might be apportioned 
amongst the printing houses of the 
province at that price, Or if there 
was difficulty in doing that the 
share of each province might be 
tendered for within the province, 
subject to the basic price. , If 
the work were done in any prov- 
ince at loss than the basie price the 
saving to apply on the whole con- 
tract. 

After a fair and honest attempt 
has been made to get the printing 
done by Western printers, will 
time enough to negotiate with eas- 
tern houses, And if and when such 
negotiations become necessary, 
there should be the utmust public- 
ity and ‘the most open competition 
in awarding the work. Thero 
should be no possibility of # sug- 
gestion that a three-million dollar 
contract had been ‘‘slipped over’’ 
while ghe taxpayers were not look- 
ing. For whether the government 
pays in the first instance or not, 
the people pay in the end. |
